On Fish Bait 


All persons selling live fish 
bait will be made responsible for 
the state sales tax according to 
an-order issued this week _ by. 
Herbert J. Rushton, managing 
director of the state board of tax 
administration. The order, issued 
to tax board field representatives 
and bait dealers, reads: “Sale of 
live fishing bait is taxable; this 
includes worms, frogs, minnows, 
crawlers wigglers and all other 
items and things used for bait. 

“We have many licensees en- 
gaged in the business of selling 
fishing tackle. live. mechanical 
and artificial bait. who should be 
protected from unfair competition
